; name heads the list of stockholders 
with one hundred (IOO) shares of the 
par value of $50.00 each, and in a list 
of tho largest stockholders November 
4, 1814, Alexander Cobean had 202 
shares, more than double the num­ 
ber opposite any other name. 
The Bank had scarcely started when 
the President as captain of a com­ 
pany of volunteers from Gettysburg 
and its vicinity marched to the de­ 
fense of Baltimore. The following is 
an extract from the Minutes of the 
Bank:— 
“The President of the Bank 
having accepted the command of 
a Company of Volunteers from 
Gettysburg and its vicinity to 
march to the defense of Balti­ 
more, he nominated Walter Smith 
to officiate as President in his 
absence, as follows: I do hereby 
depute W alter Smith to act as 
President of the Gettysburg Bank 
in my absence on the tour of 
Militia duty now performing. 
Alexander Gobean, President. 
Gettysburg, August 29, 1814.” 
“Sept. 27th, Alexander Cobean 
having returnee! from the service 
at Baltimore again resumed his 
functions as President.” 
He Died In 1823 
Col. Alexander Cobean, as he was

vears, was one of its most prominent 
?i ti tens. 
He died April 2, 1823.

Hon. Edward McPherson of Gettys­ 
burg in an Historical Address said—

Historian Is Quoted 
Henry W. Bison in Irs “History of 
he United States of America,” page 
137, says:-— 
“The capture of Washington 
had been a task so easy that the 
British seemed confident of mak­ 
ing a prize of the larger and 
richer city of Baltimore. 
After 
making a raid up the Potomac, 
ami plundering Alexandria, they 
sailed up the Chesapeake and 
| 
anchored off the mouth of the 
Patapsco, 
September 
ll. 
But 
the city had not been idle. 
The 
fate of the cap:tal had taught 
the people a much-needed lesson. 
Led by the mayor, they threw up 
embankments on all sides, and 
erected batteries; while the militia 
poured into the city, till fourteen 
thousand were present and ready’ 
for duty. General Ross, who had 
boasted that he would make Bal­ 
timore his winter quarters, and 
who ‘didn’t care if 
it 
rained 
militia,’ landed at the dawn of 
day—the day after Macdonough 
had killed Downie and captured 
his fleet on I.akc Champlain—ami 
I 
l>egan his march toward the city. 
It was fourteen miles, and five 
were traversed without an ob­ 
stacle when Ross met Genera! 
Strieker with three thousand men 
to dispute the right of way. 
A 
hot skirmish, known aa the bat­ 
tle of North Point, ensued.

British drove the Americans hack; 
but it took three hours to do th.s, 
and it cost three hundred men,

and among the dead was General 
Ross, in whose breast had lodged 
a musket hall from one of the 
despised militia.
